And whereas the Truſtees appointed to put the ſaid Act in Execution, 
id, in order 10 carry on the Repairs of the ſaid Roads, borrow ſeveral 
Sums of Money upon the Credit of the ſaid Act, (as they were thereby 
impowered to do) which Money ſo borrowed, and the Tolls collected 
haye been duly applied in repairing the {aid Roads, arid great Progreſs 
bath been made in amending the fame ; But all the ſaid Roads cannot be

That it may be Enacted; And be it Enacted, by the KIN G';, 1,6 
Excellent MajesTY, by and with the Adyice and Conſent of the Lordz 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſem. 
bled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That the Truſtees appointed or 
elected, or to be appointed or elected, by and under the Powers of

And be it further Enacted and Declared, by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That from and after the Firſt Day of May, One thouſand Seven hundred 
and Forty- three, the Right, Intereſt and Property of all and every the 'Turn- 
pikes and Tollhouſes erected, or to be erected, by virtue of the ſaid 

former or this preſent Act, ſhall be veſted in the ſaid Truſtees appointed, 
or to be appointed, to put the ſaid Acts in Execution; and they, or any | 
Five or more of them, at their publick Meeting aſſembled, are hereby 
authorized and impowered to diſpoſe thereof as they ſhall think proper, 
and to bring Actions, and prefer Bills of Indictment, againſt any Perſon 
or Perſons who ſhall ſteal, take away, break down or ſpoil the ſame. 


And whereas it may be of great Service to have the Roads aforeſaid 
meaſured and divided into equal Proportions by Stones or Poſts erected in 
or near the ſaid Roads, at the Diſtance of each Mile, or other Diſtances: 
Be it Enacted and Declared, by the Authority aforeſaid, That the {aid 
Truſtees appointed, or to be appointed, to put the ſaid former and this 
preſent Act in Execution, or any Five or more of them, at any publick | 
Meeting to be had after the Paſſing of this Act, ſhall and may, and they 


are hereby required to order and direct the ſaid Roads to be —

ſured, and Stones or Poſts to be erected and ſet up near the Sides of the 


aid Roads, and thereupon denote the Diſtance of each Mile, or ſuch 
ather Diſtances as they ſhall judge convenient. 


Povided always, and be it further Enacted, by the Authority afore- 
ſad, That after the paſſing of this Act it ſhall and may be Jawful 
to and for any or either of the ſaid Truſtee or Truſtees, who is, are, or 
ſhall be, in the Commiſſion of the Peace for the County of Y/ilts, to 
act as a Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace in all Caſes, Matters, and Things, 
that may be neceſſary for the more ſpeedy and effectually putting in Exe- 
cution the ſeveral Authorities and Powers in the ſaid former and this 
prelent Act mentioned and contained. 55 


And be it further Enacted and Declared, by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That if it ſhall happen at any time after the paſling of this AQ, and 
during the Continuance of the ſaid former and this preſent Act, there 
ſhall not appear at any Meeting which ſhall be appointed to be 
held by the ſaid Truſtees, a ſufficient Number of them to act at 
ſuch Meeting, and to adjourn to another Time, or in caſe the faid 
Truſtees ſhall neglect to make a proper Adjournment, in ſuch Caſe or 
Caſes reſpectively, the Clerk to the ſaid Truſtees (which Clerk the ſaid 
Truſtees, or any Five or more of them, are hereby impowered to nominate 
and appoint) ſhall, and he is hereby required to appoint another Meeting of 
the ſaid Truſtees, by affixing publick Notice, under his Hand, at or upon 
al the 'Turnpike-gates erected, or to be erected, by virtue of the ſaid

viſe due on account, or by reaſon thereof, or which hereafter ſhall be-

Ind be it Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That this Act 
hall be deemed, adjudged, and taken to be a publick Act, and ſhall be 
uicially taken Notice of as ſuch by all Judges, Juſtices, and other Per- 
ſons whatſoe ver, without ſpecially pleading the ſame. 
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
